EDMONTON BULLETIN, JAN. 16, isol. 
MAIL MATTERS. 

One of the most desirable things for this communi- 
ty at prescnt would be a semi-monthly mail from 
Winnipeg and a corresponding one from Edmonton 
ta Fort McLeod. A letter mailed in Kimonton for 
Fort McLeod goes to Battleford, 300 miles ; thence 
to Cypress, 250 miles, Cypress to Benton, Montana, 
200 miles, and from Benton to Mel eed, 225—total, 
950 miles; just 650 miles out of its road. When the 
H. B.Co. ran a mail to Calyarry and Morleyville 
three years ago it was found to be a great conven- 
ience, and was greatly missed when the service was 
discontinued. At the present day every traveller 
who comes north from the Bow river country, brings 
a whole budget of letters from citizens of that com- 
munity, who take the opportunity to have letters 
despatched from the Edmonton Post Office. New 
settlers are coming in daily to Morleyville and Cal- 
garry, and they are entirely without postal facilities, 
which could very easily be afforded them, A courier 
could be despatched on the arrival of our Eastern 
mail with a Southern mail to Fort MeLeodjand inter- 
vening points, and be back in time to catch the next 
mail going East, which wou'd enable a person here 
to get letters throazh b yy the Central Pacific Railway 
from Corinne as wellas by Winnipeg. Hf the peojne 
of Morleyviile, Calgarry, McLeod, St. Albert, Fort 
Saskatchewan and Edmenton would get upa petition 
tothe Postmaster General, setting forth the facts 
and asking for such a service, it might be productiv e 
of some good, and secure us this very desirable boon. 

The present mail arrangements to Winuipeg are 
very unsatisfactory, as the time between maiis is too 
great. It takes on an average ten weeks to get a re- 
ply to a letter sent to Winnipeg or Ontario, even 
when answered on the day it is received -while a 
letter to McLeod will perhaps bring back a reply in 
from three to four months.

On the arrival of the Police at Hay Lakes they 
found all quict, and a scared line repairer. The In- 
dians were several days without food when they 
reached there, and on being refused some, took it, 
but offered no violence. Tue whole thing redects 
the greatest discredit on the management of Indian 
aifairs in this district. Whole familics are in a state 
of semi-starvation, and inadequately clothed, while . 
auy quantity of provisions and plenty of clothing fs 
stored in the Governiuient store house. An Indian 
outbreak, 1f one occurs, will be entirely caused by 
the present mismanage:nent of affairs under Com- 
missioner Dewdney and the local man. Golden 
promises will not keep hunger and cold froma red- 
skin any more thar i
